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JAP INVASION FLEET ROUTED BY ALLIES 
British Parachute 
Troops Rip Nazis 
In Raid On France 


Key German Radio Detector 


Station Attacked In Drive 


From Air And Land

British 
parachute troops 
sup- 
ported by sea-borne infantry were 
'credited officially today with exe­ 
cuting a spectacular hit-and-run 
invasion of the French coast Fri­ 
day night, attacking a key German 
radio detector station and with­ 
drawing under an umbrella of 
R. A. F. planes with naval assist­ 
ance. 
A joint communique Issued by 
the British admiralty, war office 
and air minister said R. A. F. 
bombers dropped the air troops in 
what was termed the first such ex­ 
ploit by Britain’s newly-expanded 
parachute force. 
Earlier raids on Norway and the 
German-held 
channel coast had 
been carried out by detachments 
of the famous Commandos. 
“The task was finished accord­ 
ing to schedule,” the British com­ 
munique said. 
Brought Back By Navy 
“The parachute troops were sup- 
ported in the latter part by infan­ 
try and are being brought back by 
the royal navy.” 
A 
German 
communique, 
ac­ 
knowledging the attack, said the 
sky troops raided “a weak coastal 
defense position,” and “withdrew 
two hours later by sea under Ger­ 
man counter-measures.” 
Timed to the minute, the para­ 
chutists dropped out of the clouds 
to form hastily as an assault group 
against the German garrison at 
the same time that infantry, fer­ 
rie d across the English channel, 
landed on the beach. 
Joining forces, th# two. detach­ 
ments which a military spokesman 
said copld not be Assumed to he 
“small”, dealt a one-two punch to 
the Nazi force white demolition 
squads wrecked the radio stations. 
Then they departed as quickly 
as they had come, leaving behind 
a ruined location post and a dis­ 
persed force of German guards. 
Major Battle Probable , 
Early this afternoon a military 
spokesman in London said k was 
not 
yet 
known 
whether 
ships 
bringing the raiding parties back 
bad yet landed in England. 
The spokesman said the possi­ 
bility of a major air battle between 
German bombers dealing an aerial 
counter-stroke and the R. A. F. 
fighter umbrella “cannot be de­ 
nied.” 
(Apparently this meant that pos­ 
sibly German bombers might be 
attempting to destroy the ships 
carrying 
the 
home-ward 
bound 
troops in the English channel and 
are meeting stiff opposition from 
British fighter planes.) 
No mention was made 
in 
a 
joint air, army and navy com­ 
munique of the location of the 
raid except “on the north coast 
of France.” 
Some British sources predicted 
that this feat by hard-bitten para­ 
chutists and infantry might be 
the opening gun of a aeries of 
stabs against the Germans’ long.

Smith amendment surprised even

BLACKOUTS 
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Youngstown, Toledo and Cincinnati. 
The partial blackout means put­ 
ting out lights on advertising signs, 
show window display lighting and 
all other lighting which could not 
be turned off at a moment’s no­ 
tice. 
The announcement of the OCD 
follows: 
“James M. Landis, director of the 
Office of Civilian Defense, today 
telegraphed all regional directors 
of civilian defense in coastal areas 
calling on them to request states 
and communities to take steps to 
obtain immediate blackout, until 
further notice, of all lighting which 
is not capable of being put out at 
a moment’s notice in critical areas 
along the Atlantic, Pacific and gulf 
coasts. 
“This yill involve the extinguish- 
ta in t of all advertising signs, store 
window displays-and similar light­ 
ing which could not be controlled 
at once in the event of an alert.’ 
The announcement contained this 
statement by Landis: 
“Unessential lighting of this char­ 
acter is now a positive hazard to 
the safety of the civilian popula­ 
tion In coastal areas which may be 
subject to enemy attack. 
“I am requesting regional direc­ 
tors to contact state and local de­ 
fense councils at once for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining their co-operation 
in the elimination of all uncon­ 
trolled lighting. 
“It is vital that this step be tak­ 
en to insure effective, immediate, 
total blackout of. these vulnerable 
communities in case of air raid. 
“I know this may involve sacri­ 
fice on the part of citizens in many 
communities, but these are times 
in which the safety of the entire 
community depends upon the #o- 
operation of all of us and upon 
the willingness of each Individual 
to sacrifice his owu interests where 
that is necessary. 
“I believe that each community 
will recognize the seriousness of

subjugation of the Panama canal 
was “half the battle”. 
4.—The Japanese fishing fleet 
In the Pacific engaged in espion­ 
age and many of the boats were 
staffed by Japanese naval officers. 
Lieut. Gen. Kiyokatsu Sato was 
the Japanese officer who outlined 
a proposed conquest of the United 
States. His plan envisions a war 
divided into these four phases: 
1.-—Capture of Hawaii. 
2.—Destruction of the American 
fleet and the Panama Canal. 
3.—Landings on the American 
west coast, and consolidation of 
forces west of the Rocky moun­ 
tains. 
4.—An 
advance 
to 
the 
east 
coast. 
“We must at all costs, even with 
the sacrifice of a few vessels, take 
possession of Hawaii,” the com­ 
mittee quoted Kiyokatsu’s plan aB 
saying. 
Clash Would Be Necessary 
“If the main squadron of Amer­ 
ica were in the Hawaiian waters 
at the outbreak of war, then a 
clash between the American and 
Japanese main fleet would have 
to take place somewhere between 
the islands and Yokohama. Should 
our navy emerge victorious from 
this battle, It would be able to oc­ 
cupy Hawaii, and its subsequent 
operations would be facilitated. 
“The opposite result would com­ 
pel the Japanese navy to remain 
on the defensive and would render 
its operations extremely difficult. 
The great thing is therefore for 
Japan to see that hostilities are 
opened before the main strength 
of the American fleet is brought 
to Hawaii and that her naval 
operations take place with lightn­ 
ing speed. 
“The struggle for Hawaii thus 
constitutes the first stage of a 
Japanese-Amerlcan war. On the as­ 
sumption that Hawaii was captur­ 
ed by our navy, the Japanese for­ 
ces would undertake, as the next 
step, the task of destroying the 
Panama canal and the main squad­ 
ron of America. 
“If the Japanese navy succeed­ 
ed in crushing the American fleet 
in the Pacific, landing on the Paci­ 
fic would become easy. 
Planes Could Raid Canal 
“Attacks should be made on the 
canal by an effective air fleet. The 
destruction of the canal and the 
American fleet literally would be 
half the battle. Thus would end 
the second period of thd war. 
“The third period would begiu 
with a landing of Japanese forces 
on the western coast of the Amer­ 
ican continent and the work of de­ 
stroying the cities and naval ports 
on the west coast. 
‘The next course would be to 
form the main line of defense along 
the Rocky Mountains, so that our 
military troops might be massed 
in the occupied areas along the 
coast. 
“Preparations made west of the 
Rockies, our army would now tak 4 
the offensive aud advance toward 
the east coast. This would -usher 
in the fourth and last period of the 
war. 
"Each 
period 
probably 
would 
last several years; the third and 
fourth periods would last the long­ 
est. Thus the war would last at 
least four or five years; it might 
even drag out to several score 
years.” 
Conclusions Outlined 
The 
committee 
said 
that 
In 
August last year It had reached 
these conclusions: 
1.—The 
Japanese 
government 
was “hypocritically going through 
the motions of diplomatic nego­ 
tiations with the United States 
government

‘T he Japanese government has 
demonstrated a definite interest 
in the water supply system of Los 
Angeles,” the report said. "Los 
Angeles, together with Its defense 
industries,

Sought Waterworks Information 
The report said that on June 
29. 1934, K. K. Ageyama, chancel­ 
lor, consulate of Japan, Los Ange­ 
les. wrote H. A. Van Norman, Los 
Angeles chief engineer and gen­ 
eral manager, bureau of water 
works and supply, requesting de­ 
tailed information on the water­ 
works system.

DANGEROUS BAGGAGE 
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Moon To Pat On Show 
Monday Night Daring 
Lengthy Total Eclispe 


Get your neck limbered up for 
some sky gazing Monday night, be­ 
cause the moon will put on a 3L4- 
hour show with a total eclipse be­ 
girding about 7:25. 
The eclipse, which will be vis­ 
ible in Asia. the Indian ocean, Eu­ 
rope, Africa, Central and South 
America, and the eastern part of 
North America, will give more than 
an hour of respite to people who 
might otherwise be bombed. 
The eclipse will start at 6:31 p. 
rn., when the moon enters the 
earth's oone-shaped shadow, which 
is about 6,000 miles In diameter 
out where the moon is, but as 
moonrise here does not oocur until 
7:17 that night, a fair-sized bite 
will have been taken from the moon 
by the time Bast Liverpool sees It. 
Total eclipee will begin at 7:33 and 
end at 9:10. The moon will leave 
the earth's shadow at 10:12. 
Strangely enough, the moon will 
be visible even when eclipsed and 
appear then as reddish-brown in 
color. This is because the spherical 
atmospheric shell of earth acts 
somewhat as a lens, bending the 
light of the sun and turning some 
of it into the shadow. As the blue 
light is scattered and only the red 
portion of the sunlight gets through 
into the shadow, the moon thus ap­ 
pears tinged with the latter color. 
Altogether the eclipse will re­ 
quire about three and one-half 
hours, so. unless the sky Is com­ 
pletely overcast, the city should 
see the moon at some phase of the 
phenomenon. Use of field glasses 
is recommended.

(The U. S. navy department in 
Washington announced that Vice 
Admiral C. F Helfrich, acting com­ 
mander of the ABDA naval forces 
In the southwest Pacific, had in­ 
formed 
It that “certain

tEWSPAPER readers felt their morale vibrate 
^ on Thursday under the impact of aimultaneoui 
statements from London end Washington concern 
ing success in naval warfare. From Washington 
they received an itemized account of damage in 
fileted on the Japanese navy; 
London reported 
chiefly that the Scharnborst, Gneisenau and Prlnz 
Eugen, which recently escaped from Brest, had 
been put out of commission in their flight. 
It was possible, even in the face of news that 
the British had abandoned Rangoon and the Dutch 
were being hemmed in on Java, to feel that the 
battle was going reasonably well for the United 
Nations. Russia, meanwhile, was continuing its en­ 
couraging reports about destroying large numbers 
of Nazi troops piecemeal. Gen. MacArthur counter­ 
attacked. 
With such variations as war* dictated by Iud! 
vidual editorial Judgment, these stories were dis 
played prominently in the press. With auch further 
variations as were dictated by individual reading 
judgment, they were assimilated. The result, on 
the whole, probably was to make persons sympa- 
thstlc with the anti-Axls bloc feel better than they 
felt, say, on the day the three German battleships 
escaped while the Japanese were closing In on Sin­ 
gapore. There was no good news that day for their 
aide; had it not been for the timing of the reports 
from Washington and London, there would have 
been very tittle good news last Thursday, either. 
The comparison is made to illustrate a point: 
The point is that in a war like this, in which 
much of the news can be made only by means of 
official statements because of censorship at the 
aource and th# vast scope of tha theater of war, 
which 
make* 
news-gathering 
almost 
impossible, 
newspapers woald find it very difficult to make 
things look good or bad, even lf they wanted to. 
They take the news as it comes, wishing it were 
better than it sometimes is and sometimes suspect 
ing it may not be so good as It purports to be. 
But they do not regulate the flow of the bitter and 
th* sweet to suit their separate tastes. 
Those who make the accusation reveal their lack 
of information about tbs way news is made and 
processed in a world at war.

There Are Signs That Point To Sabotage Efforts 


First Lady’s Last Word 
a s RS. ROOSEVELT has gone out of her way to 
confirm the suspicion that the aesthetic dan­ 
cers and tub thumpers have beaten a strategic 
retreat from civilian defense, but have no intention 
of surrendering.

AN FRANCISCO — The Hlgashi 
hotel in Monterey. Calif., is an 
example of the trail the FBI is un­ 
covering in California: The trail 
Japan may have intended to use 
for an

The Hlgashi 
is a 
ramshackle 
wooden building in ihe Japanese 
section of Monterey. But it’* Just 
a stone’s throw from the famous 
Monterey harbor in which hundreds 
of J a p a n e s e 
fisherm en 
have 
worked. It’s Jus* a abort drive from 
the Hlgashi to FL Ord. where thou­ 
sands of American ladw are learn­ 
ing the secret* of mechanized war­ 
fare. 
The Hlgashi was known to be the 
hangout of th e -thousand or more 
Japanese who live in Monterey. 
FBI spent hours In th e place comb­ 
ing It for contraband. Their most 
interesting find was a huge flood­ 
light some Ritz-Ca/rlton might have 
used on the night of a big party. 
But the H lgashi is a rundown 
two-story building. The floodlight 
might, a t some time, have been 
used to drive sardines into the nets 
In Monterey bay. But the FBI took 
no chances. The agents m ade ar­ 
rests and confiscated the floodlight, 
as well as the charts of the bay 
they found In the hotel. 
In Monterey a story floats around 
—It’s now impossible to prove— 
concerning some Japanese divers 
who worked with the Abalone fleet. 
They probably knew every crag 
under th e surface of the bay. But 
about six m onths ago they quit 
their Jobs, and headed for Tokyo. 
Jittery Monterey people point out 
that such Abalone aivers would 
make excellent subm arine captains. 
IN the Monterey area is a small 
town named W atsonville which 
had a sports good* store owned by 
a Japanese. It lies on the way from 
Monterey, with its huge army train­ 
ing center, to San Francisco, with 
its many shipyards and air fields. 
FBI had to get a truck to haul 
away the ammunition th e y found lh 
that small • town sporting goods 
store. 
Back of Monterey lies Salina* in 
a great truck - gardening valley. 
There th e FBI raided a Buddhist 
tem ple and found some curious 
equipm ent for a religious house: 
Guns and radio microphones. There 
they also found a Japanese who 
claimed to be a priest, but unttl 
recent years he was an officer in 
the Tokyo police force. 


And near Calinas the FBI raided 
a huge lettuce plantation run by a 
Japanese and worked by 250 Jap­ 
anese field laborers, who live in 
shacks. 
In them the FBI found 
guns, cameras, and search light*. 
In the Ban Francisco area the 
trail curved on. 
Take a small raid the FBI made 
on an ordinary middle-class apart­ 
ment house. They arrested three 
Japanese. Two of them , until re­ 
cently, had been officer* in the 
Japanese army. H ere they were 
white-collar worker* in a Japanese 
bank. 
But they could walk a short dis­ 
tance from th eir apartm ent to a 
San 
Francisco hill 
where they 
could, if they wished, count any 
convoy forming in 8an Francisco 
bay. T here were strong binoculars 
in their apartm ent and in another 
room In the building th e FBI found 
elaborate photographic equipment. 
Ju st across the bay. near the 
Oakland airport, the FBI raided a 
house where a Japanese father and 
son had more binoculars, flash­ 
light* and fireworks. The father ex­ 
plained he had sold firework* on 
the Fourth of July. A few days 
later, in Jail, he tried to commit 
suicide. Hi* home was near enough 
to the im portant Alameda a ir base 
to signal Japanese bombers—just 
In case he had wanted to use the 
fireworks for th at purpose. 
U 
P the hay Is Vallejo, the town 
which feeds and sleep* the 
men who are m aking subm arines 
at Mare Island. There th e FBI 
raided a drab little laundry just a 
short distance from the entrance to 
the Island. The laundry had done 
washing for the Mare island work­ 
ers. 
The laundry w orkers had a com­ 
plete set of United States navy 
signal flags, guns, cam eras (and 
It’s easy to take pictures of the 
Mare Island ways from the shore) 
and a shortw ave radio set. 
There have been dozens of other 
arrest* and raids. The house* yield 
an 
alm ost 
uniform 
equipment: 
Shortwave sets, guns, ammunition, 
cam eras—and even telegraph keys. 
At first the Californians who 
knew the Japanese w ere skeptical. 
The little laundrym an always wa* 
smiling. The little fisherm an sent 
all his children to school. 
But when It turned out th at the 
laundry man had a gun and ammu­ 
nition and th e fisherm an had an 
expensive 
cam era — the

W 
ILLIAM MCKINLEY had hi* headaches running 
the war with Spain, which by and large wa* 
one of the most scrambled up enterprises of the kind 
In our history. In point of arrangements. It wa* 
thoroughly mismanaged in all detail*, except one, 
which was the final result. We wron. 
This wa* due mainly to the valor of our forces, 
and In some degree to the fact that we were. fight­ 
ing what, sports writers used to call a hollow shell 
when describing a gladiator who wa* disclosed by 
competition to be all out of gas. It was a m ighty 
good thing for the United States that Spain was 
through as a championship contender when the w ar 
started. It was strictly a no-preparation contest on 
our part. 
We had little more than a haircut and a shave by 
way of getting ready for this one. to continue the 
sporting parlance. McKinley had Russell A. Alger 
of Michigan as his secretary of war, and Alger’* 
departm ent was so severely criticized for extrava­ 
gance and unpreparedness and Inefficiency generally 
th at he finally resigned. Afterward he wrote a book 
in answer to the charges. 
Probably Alger was not personally to blame for 
the disorder. Probably no one government depart­ 
ment head is ever entirely to blame for the short­ 
coming* of his department. Most likely the blame, 
lf carefully traced, would be found spread over a 
wide area. But the fact remains that In 1898 the 
early confusion in making ready for war wa* 
scandalous. 
W 
OODROW WILSON probably boned up on these 
m istakes of the war with Spain and most, 
likely on our mistakes in other wars when he found 
him self president In 1917. He w^as perhaps less of a 
m ilitary man than any president in history. H e was 
the gentle student who loathed force of arms. But 
while like all the presidents who ran our wars he 
was criticized for many of his acts, we can look 
back now and see that he was a good war leader. 
He came to the conclusion that our past mistake* 
were all due to the practice of mixing politics w ith 
the m ilitary business and to decentralization of the 
m ilitary machine. He set the genera! staff up as the 
centralizing body and followed its recommendations 
closely. At no time did he turn military genfus on 
the soldier boys. He relied strictly on them. 
They advised and he supported the draft. Some 
of his political master minds were horrified by that. 
but Wilson disregarded them. His military mentor* 
said Gen. John J. Pershing, then known mainly for 
his mild exploit In chasing Villa, was the hest, man 
In the arm y to lead a force oversea* and Wilson 
named him, brushing aside pressure to let Theodore 
Roosevelt command a force of volunteers. 
A 
FTER nam ing Pershing, Wilson brooked no In­ 
terference with the general's plans. He stood 
with him on every move Pershing made. Including 
his insistence for a separate American arm y in 
France. No American soldier ever had such loyal 
support from his commander-in-ehief as Pershing 
got from Wilson, not even Grant from Lincoln. G rant 
had his bad days with the administration during bls 
career. 
Wilson opposed a coalition cabinet on the ground 
that It would only serve to scatter responsibility. He 
took no part in the building of the m ightiest arm y 
in our history, but he used hi* authority to insist on 
his policy of centralization of the general staff. He 
followed much the same line in organizing the in­ 
dustrial force* of the nation, putting men in Job* 
and then letting them do the jobs without inter­ 
ference. 
Oh yes. he had his troubles. Nothing he did was 
right in the minds of some of his critics. He wa* 
lambasted as much as any man that ever occupied 
the Wlhlte House in w ar time, yet now we can see 
(hat the show went off well, all things considered. 
The feat of his military and naval men in trans­ 
porting nearly 2.000,000 soldiers overseas with the 
loss of comparatively few always will stand a* one 
of the greatest war exploits In all history.

AXES due on a return filed 
for the calendar year 1941 
may be paid In full at th© time of 
the filing of the return on or be­ 
fore March 16, 1942. The tax may, 
at the option of the taxpayer, be 
paid hi four equal Installments in­ 
stead of in a single payment, in 
which case the first installment 
is to 'be paid on or before March 
15, the second on or before June 
15, the third on or before Sept. 15, 
and the fourth on or before Dec. 
15, 1942. 
If the taxpayer elects to pay n>* 
tax in four installments, each of 
the 
four 
installments 
must be 
equal in amount, but any install­ 
ment may be paid, at the election 
of the taxpayer,- prior to the time 
prescribed for its payment. 
If an installment is not paid in 
full on or before the date fixed for 
its payment, the whole amount of 
the tax remaining unpaid is re­ 
quired to be paid upon notice and 
demand from the collector. 
The tax must be paid to the col­ 
lector of internal revenue for the 
district in which the taxpayer’s 
return Is required to be filed — 
that Is, to the collector for the dis­ 
trict in which is located the tax­ 
payer’s legal residence or principal 
place of business, or if he has no 
legal residence or principal place 
of business in the United States, 
then to the collector of Internal 
revenue at Baltimore.

tanks than Germany for the West­ 
ern front campaign of May, 1940, 
and he praised Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, mechanized-warfar© advo­ 
cate and bow Free French leader, 
“whom I am prord to have named 
a. general.” 
He said the French high com­ 
mand for years refused to listen 
to the argument of deGaulle and 
other younger generals that tanks 
should be used as a spearhead of 
attack rather than Isolated units 
to accompany infantry advance. 
France Had 3,600 Tanks 
France had 3,600 tanka and 600 
armored cars available whereas 
Germany used only 2.000 tanks in 
the campaign, he said. 
The French tanks, he said, were 
dispersed all over the front in 
•mall groups of three and four. 
Answering the p r o s e c u t io n 
charge that he toad opposed length­ 
ily of military service from one 
to two years in 1934, Daladier said 
lli had favored one-year service 
because it enabled more men to re­ 
main in vital industrial jobs.
